Claims 1, 4, 6, 7, 9, 12-13, 18, 19, 25-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Baeck FR2414485. 

Animal manure with straw (P.2) is treated with an effective amount of a 
composition, in order to provide an improved environ neutral performance property (p. 3) 
- a DOBL< 500 mg/L, for example, or Animal performance, or Health (claim 14-fertilizer 
production. Compositions include Aluminum Chloride (claim 2). The process also 
reduces 55 - particulate matter (p.2, p.5, claims 10). The level of coagulant is that 
instantly claimed (claim 5-7, Page 9). The effects of reduced BOD would result in 
reduced odor and pathogen growth, thus, improvements also would be seen in the 
health of plants, to which the fertilizer is applied, and, them to the livestock gating the 
fertilized plant crops. Note that claim 25 depends on itself, thus, ammonia from 
ammonia reduction protocols is reduced. 

Applicant's arguments filed 10/24/02 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicants arguments, as convincing, resulted in withdrawal of rejections, 
but see new art in response to the now required Litter. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
